WASHINGTON (JP) — Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R-Wis> conceded on the 
witness stand in the McCarthy- 
Army dispute he signed an appli­ 
cation to get Pvt. G. David Schine 
an Army commission despite his 
previous testifhony he “never saw 
it” and knew nothing about it. 
Joseph N. Welch, special Army 
counsel, produced surprise photos 
of the application for Schine, a 
former McCarthy consultant and 
central figure in the exchange of 
“pressure” and “ b l a c k m a i l ” 
charges between Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and McCarthy. 
Welch referred first to sworn 
testimony or McCarthy on June 10 
that 
he 
knew 
nothing 
about 
Schine’s application for a commis­ 
sion, which the Army turned down. 
Schine subsequently was drafted 
as a private on Nov. 3. 
REPLIES WITH CHUCKLE 
When Welch waved the paper 
before him, McCarthy said with 
a grin and chuckle, “Don’t tell me 
I notarized it.” 
“No,” Welch replied, “you mere­ 
ly signed it.” 
The Army special counsel said 
that he didn’t think thi conflict 
I in McCarthy’s statement was “a 
devastating thing,” but that he 
believed it ought to be brought out. 
“May I stiH say I don’t know 


anything about it,” McCarthy said. 
Then examining the paper, he 
added, “I want to make it clear 
that it was notarized by Bob 
Stevens.” 
Stevens has accused McCarthy 
a: 
Roy M. Cohn, chief counsel of 
the investigations subcommittee, 
with exerting improper pressure in 
efforts to get favored Army treat­ 
ment for Schine.

McCarthy declared under oath 
in the morning session that “every­

To questioning by Sen. McClel­ 
lan (D-Ark) about the “truth or 
falsity” of the counter-charges in 
the dispute, McCarthy asserted: 
“Senator, everything in this an­ 
swer, so far as I know\ is true.” 
Sen. Mundt (R-SD>, presiding 
at the public inquiry, told report­ 
ers he would consider holding to­ 
day’s session overtime hours if 
that would avert an extra day of 
hearings. 
Much of the forenoon session of 
this 35th and possibly final day 
of the hearings was given over to 
argument as to McCarthy’s right 
to receive secret information from 
government employees.

A new city qn the Tiburon 
peninsula? 
It would mean a 20-cent tax 
increase but would give resident! 
a more effective voice in handling 
their own problems, better police 
protection and possibly lower rates 
for gas and electricity, according 
to a study reported to the Tiburon 
Property Owners Assn. Monday 
night. 
Titled “AN Study of Possible 
Governmental Structure for the 
Tiburon 
Area,” 
the 
36-paged 
mimeographed report was made 
by James E. Deger of the Coro 
Foundation in San Francisco, un­ 
der auspices of the property ow­ 
ners. 
Copies of the report were dis­ 
tributed for the first time at a 
meeting at the Corinthian Yacht 
Club attended by residents not 
only of Tiburon but of Belvedere, 
Paradise Cove and representatives 
of Little Reed, Belveron, Green­ 
wood Beach and Bel Aire property 
owners groups. 
WIDE AREA STUDIED 
The study area included all of 
fReed School District except the al­ 
ready incorporated city of Bel­ 
vedere and all of Bel 
Aire, 
a 
small part of which is located in 
the Mill Valley School District. 
The study area, Deger said, is 
approximately 4.5 square miles, 
has a population of 3,199 with a 
potential population of 19,991 and 
its lands and improvements are 
assessed at $3,142,420. 
The tax increase of 20 cents per 
hundred of assessed valuation, De­ 
ger reported, is the difference 
between what local governmental 
services “on a modest level” would 
cost and what the new city could 
expect in the way of revenues for 
its first year’s budget. He said 
he based hi* figures on statistics 
from 
nine 
California cities of 
comparable population and assess­ 
ed valuation. These nine cities 
included Larkspur and Sebastapol. 
In pointing out the possibilities 


of better police protection, the re­ 
port stated that the area under 
study is responsible for approxi­ 
mately S per cent of the total 
county crime rate. In 1953, there 
were approximately 200 cases of 
police activity handled by the 
sheriff’s office from that area. 
Standards set by the FBI for 
minimum police protection, accord­ 
ing to the report, indicate that 
one officer for each 647 persons is 
required. In the study area, the 
existing standards is one officer 
for each 1,476 residents. 
Zoning is another field in which 
the possibility of improvements 
was pointed out. 


UTILITY SAVINGS 
On possible lower utility rates, 
the report quoted the 1953 Novato 
incorporation study in which it 
was pointed out that $1.22 per 
month saving would be accomp­ 
lished by the average user of elec­ 
tricity through incorporation. In 
the same study there was estimat­ 
ed that $7.74 per year would be 
saved in payments for gas. 
As a first alternative to in­ 
corporation the report considered 
annexation to the three nearest in­ 
corporated cities of Belvedere, Mill 
Valley and Corte Madera. 
Of these only Belvedere shares 
common community interests with 
the study area, the report points 
out, but the effect of annexation 


to Belvedere would be of a de­ 
terrent nature since it would prob­ 
ably mean higher taxes due to 
the necessity of increasing muni-1 
cipal services many times over. 
ANNEXATION? 
As for Mill Valley, the report 
points out “any annexation of the 
study area would certainly seem 
remote at this time since there are 
hundreds of acres between the 
city limits of Mill Valley and 
boundary of the study area " 
“The sentiment of local resi­ 
dents,” 
the 
report 
continued, 
“would seen* to exclude any pos­ 
sibility of immediate annexation 
of the study area to Corte Madera, 
but the possibilities of smaller 
annexation” remains if the area 
remains unincorporated. 
After considering the alterna­ 
tives of incorporation, annexation, 
the formation of a special com­ 
munity service district, and the 
expansion of special services, the 
remaining alternative according to 
the report is to remain “as is.” 
The 
report 
points 
out 
that 
“there is a possibility that Marin 
County will enforce the provisions 
of the county service area law 
and tax the study area for the 
services extended, thus doing away 
with the greatest advantage of 
remaining unincorporated, name­ 
ly lower taxes. The future of the 
i area seems to demand some ac­ 
tion.”

EDITORIAL OPINIOÑ 
IT ADDS UP TO JUST ONE THING! 
School Facilities Needed 
For Handicapped Children 


Campaign to raise $18,000 to provide 
school facilities for the county’s physically 
handicapped children is swinging into full 


scale operation today. 


Fact that such a campaign is necessary has 
for a long time escaped the attention of. 
numerous Marin residents. 
This county, 
which has a scone or more physically handi­ 
capped, not now in school, is the only county 
in the Bav area which does not have school 
facilities for these unfortunate youngsters. 


There is a solution. 
State aid for an ex­ 
isting school program is available. 
There­ 
fore the problem facing the fund appeal 
committee is to get enough financial sup­ 
port to operate facilities for one year. Then 
the program will be “existing” and eligible 


for aid. 


That is where the $18,000 comes in. 
For 
$18,000 ,teachers, special facilities, transpor­ 
tation and a program for these children 
can be furnished for the first year. 


Those best acquainted with the problem 
are most strongly convinced of the need. 
Representatives of Matin County Society for 
Crippled Children, the United Cerebral Pal­ 
sy Association of Marin and other similar 
organizations are in the forefront of the 
campaign. 


W omen’s groups, who look at the prob- 


lem through the eyes of mothers, seem gen­ 
uinely concerned. One group we know’ of 
investigated the situation thoroughly, then 
held a meeting to discûss it. They discussed 
various possible social events to raise funds, 
some members pointing out that such events 
lead to mention in the women’s columns of 
the newspapers with resultant good pub­ 
licity for the organization. 


Vet the group felt so strongly the need 
for giving all funds directly to the program 
rather than to social event expenses, they 
soted to assess each member $10 for direct 
contribution, even though it meant no pub­ 
licity. 
t 
It is that kind of cooperation by the 
county’s community service organizations 
which can make a success of this drive. T he 
committee has made it easy for the groups 
to contribute. 
It is asking pledges, to be 
paid by September, rather than immediate 
contributions. 
That way any group can 


hold public events or other fund raising 


devices if they desire. 


Either way, cash or pledge, it is a duty 


of the people of Marin to provide proper 


school facilities for our physically handi­ 


capped children.

Men Must Be Responsible Themselves 


The progress toward improved benefits 
and a wider coverage under the Social Se­ 
curity system is a far cry from the mid- 
1930’s when any form of government social 
security was strongly opposed. 
However, regardless of the conflict of views 
two decades ago. it is clear that it now 
generally accepted by the American public. 
But it would be foolish indeed for anyone 
to look upon social security a* a complete 
provision for his old age. 
In particular, one should not peimit the 
rather meager “security” of the government 


system to lessen his own eneigies toward 
providing for advanced years. 
Building up 
an individual savings reserve during the 
most productive years guarantees a continua­ 


tion of a good standard of living during 


retirement rather than dropping down to 


a low’ scale in order to get by on the pension 


check. 


Whatever the changes or advances along 
the lines of social thinking, the wise in­ 
dividual will alwavs endeavor to be respon­ 
sible for himself.

Chances are virtually nil, says a Wash­ 
ington report, that an armada comparable 
to the one which stormed the beaches of 
Normandy on D-Day 10 years ago will ever 
be put together again.

and 
how many Russian agencies are 
in the field is anybody’s guess. 
Presumably they are all con­ 
stantly checking on each other, 
and many a secret agent, look­ 
ing back across his shoulders, 
must have the uneasy feeling 
that the guy following him is 
himself. 


THE NORMAL discussion tone 
in Berlin is “the big whisper.” 
After a few days here even the 
casual visitor finds himself talk­

mouth, and he begins to feel 
like a character in a B-grade spy 
thriller. This sense of mystery, 
of being involved in something 


going on that you don’t under­ 
stand, pervades the entire city. 
Many Berliners today have a 


dislike of being registered or ca­ 
talogued in any way. The atmos­ 
phere of tension that hangs over 
a divided Germany has created 
an unwillingness in many to be 
publicly identified in any way 
with any cause. They fear that 
today’s seal of 
approval 
may 
turn out to be tomorrow’s death 
tag.

The Eisenhower voters, many 
of whom have been waiting and 
wishing that the President would 
begin to use his leadership to 
mobilize public opinion behind 
his legislative program, now have 
an opportunity to do their part 
to make that leadership effec­ 
tive. 
Eisenhower, as evidenced by 
his radio-TV address this past 
week, has now acted, after long 
and perhaps not fatal delay, to 
put the heat on Congress to en­ 
act the substance of his wide- 
ranging legislative proposals at 
this session. 
He is frankly appealing to the 
voters to back him up, to mani­ 
fest their support, to bring vot­ 
er pressure to bear upon Con­ 
gress, to put his program into 
law’, not next year, but this year, 
not after the elections but now. 


THE 
DIRECT, explicit, vig­ 
orous appeal to the citizens-for- 
Eisenhow’er 
and 
to 
Congress 
which the President made in his 
latest nationwide broadcast .Is 
a new approach on the Presi­ 
dent’s part. It 
is 
late, 
many 
months late. It will depend upon 
the responsiveness of Eisenhow­ 
er’s supporters whether it is too 
late. 
He has asked the country to 
make known its view to Congress, 
to make it clear that they want 
some legislation from Congress, 
not just investigation. 


THERE IS ALWAYS a risk in 
this kind of political leadership. 
If it brings little reaction, if it 
shows that the public is sub­ 
stantially indifferent, 
if 
Con­ 
gressmen do not promptly feel 
the effects from their constitu­ 
ents, it shows that the President 
is without the galvanic influ­ 
ence which many believe he pos­ 
sesses; it means that Congress 
can go its way without heeding 
his lead. 
But leadership, unused and un­ 
expended, withers from lack of 
use. That has been the greatest 
danger to date. Eisenhower has 
expounded a positive, progressive 
legislative program, but he has 
not acted in any sustained man­ 
ner to generate a public opinion 
which w’ould show Congress that 
It demanded positive, progressive 
action. 


TWO FACTORS undoubtedly 
con.ributed to holding the Presi­ 
dent back. 
After 20 years of high-pressure 
Presidential leadership — much 
of it legislatively unproductive — 
the members of Congress were 
undoubtedly disposed to demon­ 
strate Congressional dominance 
over the Executive and felt that 
in dealing with a newcomer to 
politics he could be a cooperative 
without 
being 
a 
dominating 
President. 
Second, Eisenhower wanted to 
avert unnecessary breaches w’ith- 
in his already divided Republi­ 
can 
ranks 
in 
Congress 
and 
thought that by gentle persuasion 
and quiet consultation he could 
win legislative approval for his 
program. 


IT IS NOW’ clear that there is 


no good prospect that the Presi­ 
dent will get the substance of his 
program by any political tactio 
he has used thus far. 
His speech to the citizens-for- 
Eisenhower shows that after ap­ 
pealing to Congress for a year 
and a half, he is prepared to ap­ 
peal over the heads of Congress 
to the voters to exhibit a public 
demand which he hopes will bo 
substantially irresistible. 
For the first time Eisenhower 
is putting 
his 
popularity 
to 
work; he is putting it to test. He 
is asking the people to “let Con­ 
gress know” that they support 
his program. “Let us,” he exhorts, 
“have approval of a program for 
a better, a stronger, a 
safer 
America. . . . Let us not rest un­ 
til the e laws are passed.” 


HERE 
IS 
MORE 
directness 
and outspokenness to Congress 
than the White House has used 
anytime so far. On the Presi­ 
dent’s part it rests, I am con­ 
vinced/ upon three convictions 
which he has reached none too 
soon: 
That 
a 
positive, 
significant 
legislative program can only 8a 
put through Congress by vig­ 
orous, sustained political leader­ 
ship by a strong President wheth­ 
er that President be a Theodor« 
Roosevelt or a Woodrow Wilson 
or a Franklin Roosevelt. 
That unllss 
the 
Republican 
party is mobilized behind a co­ 
herent, progressive policy of en­ 
lightened conservatism by a Re­ 
publican President, it will never 
be so mobilized. No party is ever 
reformed half in office. 
That unless the 
Republican 
party in Congress can be brought 
behind 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
legislative program and behind 
the kind of leadership for which 
Eisenhower was elected, it will 
be penalized at the polls this fall 
and may well be denied office 
for many years to come. 


THESE ARE 
the 
President’s 
convictions and he is at last 
utilizing that half of his power­ 
ful office which he has greatly 
neglected — his role as party 
leader, as political advocate, and 
as the mobilizer of a# voter opin­ 
ion which, if it isn’t mobilized 
and expressed, leaves Congress 
the target of divisive pressure 
groups which make for stalemate 
and inaction. 
Unquestionably E i s e n hower 
will have to return to his theme 
and keep up the battle to be ef­ 
fective. He has said he intends 
to do so. It will take more than 
one speech to makes the vote« 
in Congres* he will need. 


IT WILL ALSO 
take some 
soul-searching on the part of 
the Republican leaders who will 
nov? have to decide whether they 
intend to make the Republican 
party 
an 
Eisenhower 
party, 
whether they want the millions 
of independent voters who sup­ 
ported the President or whether 
they would rather go out of pow­ 
er with very littl« to their credit. 
The voters will also have to 
let Congress know what they 
want.

50 by 200 foot lot for parking 
purposes. 
Fairfax Celebrations Inc. was 


organised in 1247 from representa­ 
tives of the Fairfax Fire Depart­ 
ment and its auxiliary, Women’s 
Club and Lions Club. The mem­ 
bers, totaling more than 150 «at the 
time of its liquidation, wanted “to 
do good” for the residents of Fair­ 
fax. 
The corporation staged Fourth 
of July celebrations complete with 
parades and queen contests, de­ 
voting the proceeds for public 
benefit. 
Since its inception, the group 
has given the city $10,000 to help 
purchase the Northwestern Pacific 
right of way fo rthe city’s “park- 
ade” in the center of the business 
district.

Use Dry Milk 
In Cooking 
To Cut Bills 
By JUNE MACLURE 
Marin Home Advisor 
Cut your milk bill in half by 
cooking with milk in its dry pow­ 
dered form. Dry skim milk pro­ 
vides the protein, calcium, min­ 
erals, milk sugar, and vitkmins B 
and G of milk. Only the fat, vita­ 
min A, and water are removed. 
These missing elements can be 
supplied by adding more butter or 
oleomargarine to the daily diet. 
Use skim milk in its dry form 
when preparing bread, muffins, 
biscuits, puddings, and cereals. 
Add the powder with the dry in­ 
gredients and use water as the 
liquid. For example, if a recipe 
calls for one cup of milk, add one- 
quarter cup milk powder with the 
dry ingredients and one cup of 
watfr where the recipe calls for 
; milk. 
|j 
Mix the dry milk with water to 
make the fluid milk called for in 
beverages, soups, gravies, sauces, 
and such dishes as scrambled eggs 
and custard. 
If properly stored, dry skim milk 
can be kept without refrigeration 
for several weeks. When it is ex­ 
posed to air, it absorbs moisture 
and becomes lumpy, with some 
change in the flavor. Keep it in a 
tightly covered container, or close 
the specially-prepared bag after 
each use. It will keep longer, how­ 
ever, in a cool place, such as a 


f refrigerator.

WONDERFUL JAMS, JELLIES 
1. You need this equipment. 
Colander for washing and picking 
over fruit . . . standard measur­ 
ing cup . . . paring knife or peeler 
. . . fruit masher . .. jelly cloth or 
bag .. . large saucepan (6-8 quarts 
for cooking fruit and juice) . . . 
extra bowl or saucepan . . .wood­ 
en stirring spoon . . . clock for 
timing one-minute boil . . . skim­ 
ming spcon . . . jelly glasses and 
covers . . . small double boiler for 
melting paraffin . . . paraffin • . . 
and a utility tray. 
2. The “big 3” of jelly-making 
are pectin, fruit acid and sugar. 
Jelling occurs when these three 
are in proper proportions. Pectin, 
a natural substance found in all 
fruits, makes jelly “jell.” The 
amount varies in different fruits 
as well as in varieties of the same 
fruit. Natural fruit pectifc in 
bottled or powdered form, supplies 
this substance to take the guess­ 
work out of jelly-making. Liquid 
and powdered pectins do the same 
job but cannot be used inter­ 
changeably. Powdered pectin must 
be added to the fruit before the 
sugar. Liquid pectin is added after 
the sugar. Each type has its own 
special recipes which must be fol­ 
lowed exactly. 
3. Fruits and berries must be 
measured after they are crushed 
because of size variations. 
4. The short-boil method with 
bottled or powdered pectin is a 
short-cut to better 
jams and 
jellies. One minute boil does the 
trick instead of 20 to 30 minutes. 
You get about 50 per cent more 
glasses from the same amount of 
fruit since juice does not boil 
away. 
ft. A full rolling boil is a full, 


high, tumbling boil which cannot 
be stirred down. 
6. Immediately after jelly or 
jam has been poured into the 
glasses, leaving 4 inch space at 
top, cover with a thin coat of 
paraffin (about 4 inch thick) 
and turn glass gently to “seal’' 
around edge. 
STRAWBERRY JAM 
First, prepare the fruit. Crush 
completely, one layer at a time, 
about 2 quarts fully ripe straw­ 
berries. Measure 44 cups pulp 
into a very large saucepan. 
Then make the jam. Measure 7 
cups sugar and set aside. Add one 
2’.-ounce powdered fruit pectin 
to fruit in saucepan and mix well. 
Place over high heat and stir untU 
mixture comes to a hard boil. At 
once, stir in sugar. Bring to a 
full rolling boil and boil hard 1 
minute, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat. 
Skim off 
foam with metal spoon. Then stir 
and skim by turns for 5 minutes 
to cool slightly to prevent floating 
fruit. Have ready 
11 medium 
glasses. Ladle quickly into glasses, 
filling within 4 -inch of top. Cover 
at once with 4 -inch hpt paraffin.

Flavor 
is never better than when 
poached like this, served with 
any desired sauce or simply 
spread generously with lemon- 
parsley butter.

Cut steaks in individual por­ 
tions.

Sprinkle or crum­ 
ble yeast into water (warm, not 
hot, water for active dry yeast; 
lukewarm water for compressed 
yeast).

American Gl's Like 
’< 
Food, Newspaper E ditors Learn

KOLDING, Denmark — Ameri­ 
can kitchen techniques are get­ 
ting • big hand from an unex­ 
pected source. 
The pat on the back comes from 
Paul Meilvang, manager of the 
Danish 
Dairy 
Products 
Export 
Board. He told 11 visiting Ameri­ 
can newspaper food editors from 
10 states th at when the bottles of 
fresh milk, shipped daily from 
Denmark to our armed forces in 
Germany, come back empty they 
are cleaner than any others re­ 
turned to the dairies. That Is no 
alight tribute because since 1946, 
125 million bottles of fresh milk 
have been exchanged between the 
Americans and Danes in this way. 
Taking part in a program a r­ 
ranged by the Agricultural Council 
of Denmark, the Federation of 
Danish Cooperative Bacon Fac­ 
tories, and the Federation of Dan­ 
ish Dairy Assns., the food editors 
visited the places that supply our 
armed forces in Germany with 
milk, cream, cheese, butter, eggs, 
bacon, ham and frozen fish. They 
•l«o toured the cooperative bacon 
and ham factories, fish canneries 
anr 
dairies that prepare food­ 
stuffs for the United States m ar­ 
k e t 
Not content with inspecting, the 
.American visitors did plenty of 
taste-testing. W ith small wooden 
p ddles they dipped into gigantic 
steel chums of fresh cultured but­ 
ter, drank milk and buttermilk, 
nibbled at endless varieties of 
cheese, ate generously of ham and 
other meats, and agreed with our 
GTs th at the little county of Den­ 
mark knows its food stuff. 
In cne instance, however, it took 
GIs time to make up their minds: 
when the Danish cultured butter 
was first served them, they were 
skeptical; after about two weeks 
they turned gourmet and decided 
It was very much to their, taste. 
W hen it comes to cheese, the GIs 
prefer Blue and Samsoe to other 
Danish varieties. No so well known 
as Blue, although available in the 
United States, Samsoe is a golden 
mild cheese with a rich and nutty 
fl -or and the “eye formation as­ 
sociated with Swiss cheese. 
To collect Danish menus and 
recipes, the food writers visited a 
Jutland Domestic Science College 
where pupils displayed a week’s 
meals for farm families planned 
around necessary nutrients. When 
we were told th at the girls, from 
17 to 21 years, were at the school 
to learn how to keep homes of 
their own, I asked the fairest and 
prettiest youngster when she was 
going to be married. She hesitated, 
then looked down and said, *T 
have not been asked.”

whipped cream. The pork was 
scored, brushed with gravy color­ 
ing, sprinkled with salt and flour 
and roasted to a crisp golden- 
brown. The red cabbage was sea­ 
soned with butter, vinegar and 
sugar. The fruits were pears and 
plums. 


In Copenhagen the food is, of 
course, more sophisticated. Lunch 
or dinner often starts with a plate­ 
ful of the famous Danish shrimp 
—each no bigger than a finger­ 
nail. At the delightful Zoo restau­ 
rant, where you can sit indoors or 
out and w*atch the animals, a par­ 
ticularly delicious luncheon was 
served th at could be duplicated in 
the United States. Here the first 
course was a salad of boiled lob­ 
ster, asparagus tips and sweet red 
pepper, dressed with oil, tarragon 
vinegar and mustard. The main 
course was lean sliced ham — the 
sort Danes have learned Ameri­ 
cans like and which they pack in 
1, 2 and 4 pound cans for export.

Toll House Dishes Have 
Historic Name, Reputation 


To m any people, “Toll House” 
m eans cookies m ade w ith choco­ 
late morsels. They probably don’t 
realize th at there really is a Ton 
House restaurant. Located on the 
outskirts of W hitm an, M assachu­ 
setts, this restaurant was m ade 
from a building once used as a toll 
house, where passengers ate while 
the horses were changed on the 
way from Boston to New Bed­ 
ford. 
Foods served in the present-day 
Toll House—all just as delicious 
as the famous cookies—have be­ 
come so popular th a t the recipes 
have been published 
in a cook 
book, w ritten by R uth Wakefierd, 
one of the owners, and recently 
completely revised. (“Toll House 
Cook Book.” Little, Brown and 
Co., Boston.) 
At the beginning of each chap­ 
ter is a chatty paragraph or two, 
which reflects the w arm th of the 
Toll House itself. For example, to 
introduce the 
seafood 
chapter, 


Mrs. W akefield says: “Among the 
other fish dishes, one which I 
recommend especially to you is 
wonderful Sole Fouquet. We spent 
a lot of tim e working out this re­ 
cipe for fish connoisseurs since the 
Fouquet R estaurant in Paris did 
not care to p art w ith its secrets.”

METAL FOIL IS USED IN OVEN 


M etal foil increasingly Is used in a great m any ways 
both in and out of the oven. So let us check up on its most 
efficient use. 
, 


USDA specialists advise using a piece of foil only slightly 
larger th a n the pan or dish w ith which it is used, w ith the 
edges turned up and placing it on an oven rack directly under 
the pan or dish. 


They caution against covering the entire bottom of the 
oven with foil because this cuts off circulation of h e a t and 
prevents proper cooking. Also, the heat given off by electric 
units or gas burners will be reflected back by the foil. This 
will overheat electric units, possibly causing them to bum 
out or will cause incomplete combustion of gas which requires 
air circulation to bum properly. 
Another precaution. Foil should never touch open heating 
wires in any electric appliance because it is likely to cause 
a short circuit.

MARS TO PAY EARTH A 'VISIT' 
The earth, traveling in a smaller orbit than that of Mars, will 
catch up with the other planet in their race around the sun 
on June 24. At that time, the planets w}ll be in opposition, as 
illustrated on the diagram, at botfbm, supplied by the Ameri­ 
can Museum-Hayden Planetarium, New York. The two objects 
will then be In a straight line with the sun, with Mars on the 
night side of the earth and the sun on the daylight side. 
Because of the periods in which the two planets revolve 
around the sun—Earth one year, Mars slightly less than two 
years—oppositions occur at average intervals of about two 
years and two months. However, since the orbits of Mars and 
Earth are not circular, but elliptical, opposition distances 
between the two planets may vary slightly less than from 35 
million miles to over 62 million miles. Of all our neighbor 
worlds, Mars, as shown at top, most closely satisfies standards 
of climate and topography which might allow for a few familiar 
life forms. It is characterized by the existence of polar “caps” 
which wax and wane with the seasons. An extremely thin 
atmosphere envelops the planets, but it is so rarefied that 
humans could take no more than a few breaths before dying.

On Way Out 
HARRISBURG, Pa. (U.R) — The 
Dowmey brothers’ underwater coal 
mine is about to end its long 
picturesque and productive career 
The firm of F. H. Downey, Inc. 
is operator of a fleet of the last 
coal-dredging barges and steam 
boats plying the broad, shallow 
Susquehanna River in this area 
where once some 17 firms pumped 
up fine coal by the millions of 
tons from the river bottom an­ 
nually. 
The Downey firm was started by 
the late father of the five sons 
who now operate the slow-moving 
paddlewheel flatboats that still 
dot the Susquehanna wherever 14 
inches of water flows. 
At the peak of their operations 
the Downeys helped produce 1.500 
tons of fine coal daily for a local 
steel mill.
